The Pulitzer Publishing Co, Co. is that the rise is relatively small. 

It is, in fact, the next to the smallest of 10 
fare increases which the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission has allowed since 1947. Six of 
those increases have run to a million dollars or 
more, and three to more than two millions. The 
cost of the new increase is set at $400,000 a vear. 

Transit riders will pay this sum in higher 
costs of regular and express passes, beginning 
March 3. The commission denied the company’s 
request for an increase in the price of student 
passes, In fact, the commission gave the com- 
pany only half of what it asked for in the way 
of new revenue 

Considering the trend of the transit business 
and the methods of the state commission, this is 
about par for the course. 

Once more the company based its request for 
higher fares on wage increases, estimated at a 
million dollars. The company contended that 
without higher fares, its rate of return would 
fall to 2.56 per cent. This would be far below the
